deemed it right todo away with the distinction 
between Carriages registered and licensed, and

| G2rtain exceptions which we shall proceed to notice, 


all Hackney Carnarzes at all reasonable times 
accept a fare when required ao to do, and charge a 
uniform rate which we have laid down absolutely 
in the Bill, 

We have divided Hackney Carriages into three 

classes, and each Carriage will be registered as 
belonging to one or other of these classes. Car- 
rages of the First Class will be such only as belong. 
to Coach Builders, Hotel-keepers, and Livéry 
Stable-keepers. For Carriages of this class we 
have thought it undesirable to assign any fixed 
rate of fare, Wethink that in their case the 
matter may well be left to arrangement between 
the parties. The epecial reasons which make it 
necessary to fix the fare for Carriages of an inferior 
description do not apply with the like foree to 
Carriages of the First Class, which will be very 
much fewer in number, will be much ‘ess frequently 
used, and will belong to owners whom there 
can never be any difficulty in findine out. 
_ Carriages of the Second and Third Classes will 
in fact correspond more nearly with the English 
Hackney Cabs: and we have aceordingly dealt 
with them as such so far as circumetances seem to 
admit. Whenthese Carriages ply as Hackney 
Carriages, strictly so called, they will be allowed 
to charge only the fares prescribed in the Bill, 
But the Carriages, of an infertor kind, such ag 
will for the most part compose the Third Class, 
very frequently ply lese as Hackney Carriages 
than as Stage Carriages or Omnibuses. For a 
Stage Carriage or Oimuibue, plying generally and 
on no fixed line, it is of course alinust an imporsi- 
bility to fix any equitable rate of fares: we have 
therefore left the charge to be made in ench cases 
to be fixed by agreement between the emplover and 
employed. While these exceptions are made as to 
the different classes of Carriage and the fares to be- 
paid for the use of them, the three classes are in 
almost all other respects subject alike to the 
general provisious of the Ball. 

As to the table of fares which we have prepared, 
we need only cal] attention to the fact that it 
provides rates for time aa well as for distance. It 
will be at the option of the hirer, when he hires 
the Carriage, to say whether he will pay by time 
or by distance: but if nothing be said about it 
when the hiring takes place, the fare will be pay- 

able according to time. Wethink that: the rates. 
whieh we have preseribed are quite high enough 
to guard the Carriage proprietor from loss by the
